LANSING, Mich. (AP) - House 
m em b ers of what already is the 
nation’s highest paid legislature 
have voted to raise their salaries 
—by 50 pe r cent. 


L eaders of the Michigan Sen­ 
a te ’s D em ocratic m ajority have 
prom ised to ‘ tak e a good look ,” 
at the proposal, but one added: 
“ I'd say, though, that it’s House 
passage w as a case of poor tim ­ 
ing.” 


To get the increase, legislators 
would have to win re-election nex t 
>ear. since they can’t vote the m ­ 
selves a raise during a term for 
which they are elected. 


In on-the-street interviews, the 
Detroit F re e P ress said 10 of 13 
persons “ ex pressed varying de­ 
grees of contem pt” for the House 
action. Republican Gov. George 
Romney term ed it “ highly incon­ 
sistent” but declined to say if he 
would veto it. 


U nder the House bill, legisla­ 
tive salaries would go from $10,- 
000 to $15,000 a year. Legislators 
would k eep a $2,500 yearly ex ­ 
pense allowance on top of this, 
mak ing the total $17 ,500 


Besides, they get a m ileage al­ 
lowance for two round trips home 
a m onth and can qualify for pen­ 
sions up to half their salaries. As 
late as 1948 they got $3 a day 
pay, ami there w ere no pensions.

Up river the cresting flood rolled south­ 
ward. O ld M an River spread his shoulders, 
jostled the levees, flooded the flat river 
bottoms.
